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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in claim 19, the 
claimed magnetic tape cartridge having a slide door provided with an opener portion that abuts 
against a door opening member to move the slide door in the opening direction and a through- 
hole in a wall of the casing that serves as an engaging hole through which a projecting-type 
locking member with a warping portion is inserted and engaged from inside the cartridge to lock 
the slide door in the closed state and an unlocking member that transforms the warping portion 
through the projecting-type locking member is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of 
record. Morita et al do not show this combination of locking member, unlocking member 
interacting with the slide door and the engaging hole. In claims 21 and 29, the magnetic tape 
cartridge having its slide door first engagement mechanism engaging a second engagement 
mechanism of the cartridge casing to lock the door and the door opener portion abutting against a 
door opening member to move the slide door in both a door opening and disengaging direction is 
neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record. Morita et al do not show the interaction of 
these structural portions of the slide door with the engagement mechanisms and door opening 
member. Also, see pages 8-10 of Applicant's remarks in the paper filed 7/13/05. Any comments 
considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
